Research Institute produces an ointment from the seeds of IMlletia Serrugines 
which is quite effective against scabies. Its preparation has not ye 

been published and there is no limit to the quantity which may be producede - 
It also produces an effective taeniafuge from the seeds of Enbelia schimperi, 
and in 198 prepared 100,000 doses of thise Ree ta 

Prof. Giaquinto and Dr. Rizzotti have published studies on brucellosis, 
onchocersiasis, and Rickettsia in Ethiopia which should appear in an 

English medical journal. (Lancet?) during July or August of 1949. No 

other research in the nature or iammology of local diseases has been 

made in Ethiopia during recent years. 


Psittacosis has never been found in the parrots native to Ethiopia, and 
tularonia is completely unlmowne Typhoid has been known in but two’ eases 
in the past 15 years, both of foreigners; paratyphoid is unrecorded, 
Malaria of all four kinds is prevalent; onchocerciasis and kals azar are 
endemic and prevalent in the southwestern part of the country; syphilis, 
trachoma, and conjunctivitis are highly prevalent and widespread. Acute 
inflammatory enterttis, probably a result of $ infection, often becomes 
epidenic and has resulted in as many as 2,000 ng in a single locality 
within a month. At the present tine there is an epidenic disease, which
